(1) This is a normal source of damage in areas adjacent to 
forests Presumably, some damage may have been caused 
this year m parts of the Taluq bordering forest areas. 

(2) It is true that most of the farmers have no fire arms. 

(3) Proposals for organism^ Shikar parties, giving rewards 
for killing wild animals, requisitioning the services of Police 
in case of large-scale damages, etc are under consideration, 
of Government 

(4) Collectors are empowered to issue licences for muzzle- 
loading and breech-loading guns and rifles. 

Shrt A Raja Reddy • Does the Government propose to 
relax certain restrictions in the matter of getting guns in view 
of the changed conditions. 
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Dr. Chenna Reddy I might suggest that this question should 
be addressed to the hon Home Minister
